Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant has changed all limtations of a "manual transmission" to transmission, which has broadened the 
claims. This is a new issue that would require further consideration and possibly a new search. With regard to the issue of translation of 
"getrieb", applicant has cited a reference showing the word "getrieb" used in connection to both manual and automatic transmissions, 
however, the word "getrieb" itself does not translate to "manual or automatic transmission", but "transmission" (in general). Applicant 
also claims that the present invention is directed more toward an automatic transmission and not a manual. How ver, applicant failed to 
ever mention said transmission being automatic in the original disclosure, and knowingly disclosed and claim d a manual transmission. . 
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
